birds fluttered and twittered among the boughs. "Tis 
every day life over again. We colour the aspett of 
the world according to our fortiines, putting in the 


scape round us. 

At last the Austrians have got within their 
celebrated triangle, and with revengefil determina- 
tion await an opportunity to wash ont in blood the 
stain upon their arms. They are tpon their own 
well known ground, Every inch of it ie familiar to 
the Atstrinn generals, for here they manceuvred and 
pitched their camps of evolution every summer. 
They have on their right, Peschiera, on an island 
formed, by the Mincio where it rushes from the 
Lago di Garda. Napoleon the third proceeds to bat- 
ter the walls built by Napoleon the first. Peschiera is 
a strong place, though it did yield to Charles Albert 
10 years since, after a seven weeks’ seige. But then 
Hungary and Bohemia were in arms against their 
Emperor, and Vienna itself Was in insurrection, 
and the Eagle of Hapsburg had fled to its rocky nest 
inthe Tyrol. The Austrian generals were without 
orders or resources. They knew not but to-morrow 
would make them rebels against a popular govern- 
ment, and at last they yielded. Grim old Radetski 
collected his batallions at Verona, watching for 
better times, But Peschiera is stronger now than 
it was then. The Austrian government has lavished 
the resources of Venetia to make it a place of 
strong defence in that time of trial which 
all men saw was coming. LEight Jlunettes 
surround it ina circle whose radius is three miles, 
Three or four of these must be taken before the 
rifled cannon of the French can reach the walls; 
while, by the simple expedient of closing the sluices 
at the head of the Mincio, the country can be inun- 
dated for miles.

Milner Gibson and Mr. Cobden, whose views are iden- 
tical with his own. The objection is a small one. Mr 
Bright, by his eloquent advocacy of great truths, has had 
the insufferable misfortune to render himself personally 
obnoxious to a few proud and feeble oligarchs, whose in- 
fluence is mighty in the serener heights of aristocratic 
Whiggism, and not unfelt perhaps at Court ; and to their 
intrigues, incessant and bitter, he is indebted for the 
privilege of remaining unattached.

CRIMINAL REFORMATION. 

THE TWO SOHEMES. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE “IRISH TIMES,” 
Srn,—I fead with much pleasure your leader on the ro 
= of the Irish a of Prisons, published in the 

nisu Times of the 22nd inst., and consider that, since 
you have mot ventared to express your opinion as to the rela- 
tive merits of the two schemes, the one English and the other 
lrish——-at the head of the former, Colouel Jebb, and Captain 
Crofton at the head of the latter—it would be neither unac 

ceptable to your readers nor i une to notice them mors 
particularly than you have done, dnd give to | iptain Crof 
ton a scheme the merit it @egerves. 

I may mitted to premide that I am in no way con: 
nected with either scheme, beyond taking a deep interest in 
their success, and having watched their progress with earnest 
anxiety. 

You are aware that formerly it was the custom to send 
nearly all our criminals convicted of serious offences to the 
colonies, and there, after a certsin time, to grant them a 
ticket-of-leave, whereby they were permitted to enter into 
employment as farm servants, or cay labourers, but, unfor- 
tunately, instead of sceking emplcyment, gangs of those men 
collected together, and committed all kinds of robberies, to 
the injaay aud terror of the colomsts. This could not con 
tinue, and therefore the colonists demanded from our Gevern- 
ment to be relieved from receivmg any more convicts. (e- 
vernment consented, and in a short time our prisons were 
overcrowded, and the cry arose, What are we to do with our 
criminals? The act of 1853 was passed, called “the Penal 
Servitade Act,” by. which penal servitude was sub- 
stituted for transportation, and the prisoner had the privi- 
lege, if his conduct were deserving of it, to receive a special 
license from the Secretary of State called a ticket-of-leave, 
which enabled him to return to hi: friends, or go elsewhere in 
search of employment; he had several restrictions placed on 
his conduct te keep him from again lapsing into cruue: and 
it is well known that the liberty thus grafited was the means 
of many men’s reformation. ‘Tis was Colonel Jebb’s scheme. 
Very good, so far as it went; and might have been thoroughly 
successiul if the heart were rot “deceitful above all things 
and desperately wicked,” for it is well known that the very 
worst crimmal is generally the most docile and obedient. 
whilst under his keeper's eye ; so that, with the ticket-of-leay 
looming in the distance, one can well understand the decei 
this class of persons would practice to get hold of so desirab! 
a philanthropist. It was obtamed by many, and the wel!

There was | 
not any offence of a felonious nature disclosed in the summon, 
by which she was brought before the defendant, or in the 
warrant by virtue which she was committed. The action was 
tried at the last spring assizes for Mullingar before the Chief 
Justice. It was contended there by counsel for the plaintiff 
that as the summons did not disclose an offence of an 
indictable nature, the magistrate had no jurisdiction, | 
and, consequently, committed a trespass. On these grounds 
it was that the judge should direct a verdict for the 
plaintiff. His lordship refused to do so, and reserved the 
point for argument. The jury found for the defendant, 
and a conditional order for a new trial was obtained by the 
plaintiff.

LOSS OF THE SCREW STEAMER EDINBURGH. 

A communication, dated St. John’s, Newfoundland 
contains the following account of an accident to the 
screw-steamship Edinburgh :— 

“The steamship Edinburgh, from New York for Glas- 
gow, put in here at 7 o’clock last evening with two of 
her compartments full of water, having struck an ice- 
berg on Monday at 11-20 a.m., 180 miles east of St. 
John’s, in a dense fog. The iceberg was first discovered 
directly ahead, the ship being in lat. 47 40, long. 48 20. 
The helm was put hard a-port, and she passed close 
alongside without touching the part above water, but 
struck under water a little abaft the port bow, and stove 
in one ofher forward plates. The engines were stopped 
and baeked, but the ship had passed the iceberg before 
her way was stopped. Two foremost compartments 
filled almost immediately with water. The pumps were 
quickly set going and sails and bedding lowered over 
into the boats.

SIR JAMES GRAHAM ON THE APPROPRIATION 
CLAUSE, 

A passage in the elaborate invective of Sir James 
Graham against Mr. Disraeli has caused particular re- 
marks. ‘The slippery baronet has long been noted for 
the workmanlike dexterity with which he composes his 
Parliamentary speeches, and that he takes great pains in 
getting them upis obvieus. He told Mr. Disraeli, in the 
debate last week, his opinion of the right hon. gentle- 
man, that “he was the Red Indian of debate, and that 
he had scalped his way to power by the use of the toma- 
hawk,” and the whole passage was evidently suggested 
by the close of the characterization of the late 
Mr. Wilson Croker, in Maddyn’s “Chiefs of Par- 
ties.”—“ Mr. Croker was a Red Indian in critical 
literature, and his memory is buried under a pyra- 
mid of Scalps,” &c. Recollecting the venomous 
attacks made on the late Chancellor of the 
Exchequer for some alleged similarity between an iso- 
lated passage in his speech on the Duke of Wellington 
and expressions of Monsieur Thiers, it would have been 
as well for Sir James Graham to have avoided applying 
the same form of expression to Mr. Disraeli which had 
recently been used upon Mr. Croker. Other points also 
in the invective of Sir J, Graham were nothisown. His 
speech had a certain amount of effect, but it was mainly 
owing to its skilful delivery, for no public man excels 
Sir James Graham in the method of giving poignancy 
to second-hand sarcasm by the power of a highly 
artificial delivery. His affectation of candid criticism, 
when studiously damaging an adversary, is becoming as 
much a piece of fi mannerism with him, as Lord 
John Russell’s incurable propensity to illustrate his 
sentiments by references to Lord Somers, Mr. Burke, 
and Mr. Fox.— The Sun.

“This is not the moment to discuss the important 
question of the temporal power of the Pope. The inha- 
bitants of the Romagna and the Legations should give 
peaceful expression to the wishes which they have a 
right to indulge ; they have to ask to be delivered from 
the brutalizing yoke of the cardinals ; and to have libe- 
ral institutions at last guaranteed to them. But it is 
certain that their desires cannot be realized, and that the 
problems of internal policy cannot be resolved before the 
complete expulsion of the foreigner. Let all true Ita- 
lians, therefore, lend their aid to drive the Austrians 
from the peninsula, and, when that shall be accomplished, 
it will be the time to ascertain what institutions are 
most suitable for Italy, and to discuss the grievances of 
the population. At the present moment good sense and 
sound policy are both opposed to complicating the ex- 
ternal question by the addition of the serious difficulties 
attending the organization of enfranchised Italy. Let us 
repeat the phrase of the Chief of the French Govern- 
ment—‘ Italians ! Be soldiers to-day, and to-morrow you 
will be the free citizens of a great country.’ ” 

A curious article is published in the Gazette de France, 
which affirms that in 1830, when the Restoration fell, 
Charles X. was taking measures for the complete re-

turned. Animated by this success, the volunteers 
rushed forward into the village, and penetrated to the 
bridge which leads over the canal. Arrived there, they 
fell intoa regular ambuscade ; they were received with 
a hail of musketry, which came down upon them from 
all sides, the spot near the bridge being the point of 
union of several roads. They were checked by this un- 
expected reception, but even more by the sight of the 
large massesof Austrians to which the original battalion 
had increased. Although only so few in number, yet, 
encouraged by the words and example of their officers, 
they kept their position until two regiments under Gari- 
baldi’s own leadership arrived. When the Austrians 
saw this reinforcement, they likewise brought up fresh 
troops and two batteries of artillery. To these only a 
few mountain guns could be opposed, which, of course, 
could not hold their own against their larger-mouthed 
opponents. The result was that the Austrians could 
not be driven from their position. But neither seemed 
they to have a wish to disturb Garibaldi’s troops in their 
position. The Division Cialdini of the Sardinian arm 
came up to the assistance of Garibaldi, but it 
arrived only when the fight wes over. ‘The com- 
manding officer who led the original two companies 
towards Rezzato received three rifle bullets, but he 
is still alive, Colonel Tarr, the Hungarian officer, who, 
as you will remember, was arrested in Wallachia, in 
1856, by the Austrians, and liberated by the British 
Government, accompanied these two companies, and 
while forming them to a new attack, was shot through 
the arm, besides which about a hundred of the Caccia- 
tori were killed or wounded. 

Were it not for the example of determination and 
courage, which produces a great effect here. one might 
almost regret such skirmishes, for a small troop is soon 
exhausted. But it was by this daring against most 
formidable odds that Garibaldi has so successfully ac- 
complished his mission, and thus one step in advance gives 
ten times as many volunteers as are put Aors de combat by 
the engagement preceding it. Thus, the town of Brescia 
alone has given, out of a population of 40,000, 3000 voluu- 
teers ; the whole town is swarming with them, and they 
are just as eager as those who were first enlisted—nay, 
more so, for the prestige with which the adventurous 
expedition into Lombardy has endowed Garibaldi’s 
curps is a wonderful spur to all young men in the towns, 
they leave silk and cotton, trade and industry, to follow 
the tricolour banner. 

“The Austrians retired so fast that none of the bridges 
over the Serio, Oglio, or the Mella have been destroyed.

tional cause. There are also various -other decrees 
—one for the provisional organization of the Na- 
tional Guard ; another depriving of all rank and emo- 
lument those public officers who, after 1848, decreed the 
bastinado, as well as those who by instigation or in- 
forming caused it to be inflicted ; and a third revoking 
an ordinance by which several professors of the superior 
schools of Parma and Piacenza were dismissed, on ac- 
count of their religious and political opinions. 

The Parma. Gazette also publishes the following ac- 
count of the taking of Brescello by four gendarmes :— 

“Captain Lafogue, Aide-de-Campof General d’Aute- 
marre, with four Parmesan gendarmes on horseback, 
and a lieutenant of that corps, went in the morning of 
the 14th from Parma to reconnoitre Brescello, which was 
known to be occupied by 100 men of the Este troops. 
From the tower of Lentigione Captain Lafogue was not 
able to distinguish any movement of troops, and he 
accordingly advanced to the fortifications. There, two 
of the gendarmes begged to be allowed to explore Bres- 
cella alone, and, although the captain wished to dissuade 
them, they galloped with their swords drawn towards 
the pallisades. They were soon followed by two other 
gendarmes, and two officers. The four gendarmes not 
meeting with any resistance at the first barrier, though 
it was guarded by 15 soldiers, went on to the principal 
square; and there a detachment of the guard, learning 
that a French officer accompanied the gendarmes, hast- 
ened to surrender. The inhabitants then taking the 
national cockade from beneath their clothes cried out, 
‘ Long live the gendarmes! Long live the French!’ 
The gendarmes subsequently returned to Parma, where 
the French Consul, informed by the captain of what had 
taken place, congratulated the commander of the gen- 
darmes on the conduct of his four men.” 

THE PAPAL STATES. 

A correspondent of the Univers, writing from Rome 
on the 14th, gives the following account of the reception 
of the Belogna deputation at the French head-quar- 
ters :— 

“It was stated that a deputation of the Bolognese, 
who repaired to the Emperor Napoleon to acquaint him 
with the situation of the Romagna and the wish of the 
inhabitants to be joined to Piedmont, were sent back 
with anything but an agreeable answer. The Emperor 
is reported to have said :—‘ Return to your country, 
obey your Sovereign, and remember that I am not come 
into Italy to lesson his power, but to make it respected.’ 
There is a rumour that another deputation is to be sent 
to the Holy Father to lay at his feet a prayer for pardon, 
and a promise of perfect obedience !” 


HAYTI. 

The news received from Hayti by the last mail is very 
satisfactory. The country was quiet, and the people 
expressed the strongest gratitude to President Geffrard 
for the measures which he has adopted to promote their 
prosperity and happiness, Since the revolution, and in 
consequence of it, General Geffrard has lost two of his 
children, but notwithstanding this heavy affliction he 
has not for one day been absent from his post. On the 
very day of his daughter’s death, with tears still in his 
eyes, he presided over a Cabinet council. 

There has been no difference between General Geffrard 
and the Chambers,as was stated in the newspapers a few 
days ago. The law by which the ex-Emperor and his 
nisters are exiled for life, was. initiated by the House 
of Representatives. That part of the measure which 
concerned the late Ministers met with some o i 
in the Senate, but it was afterwards carried by a large 

jority, and the President had only to give his sanction. 

welve young Haytian boys have left Port-au- 
Prince, on board the” French vessel Sarah, bound 
to Havre. They are sent by the Government 
to be educated in Paris at the public expense. 
These .twelve will very soon followed by 
others. . Notwithstanding this measure, the Go- 
vernment, through its Envoys, has engaged 
eight or ten professors of the French Imperial. Univer- 
sity, and several schoolmistresses, who will soon leave 
Paris for Hayti. The attention of the government is 
directed not only to public instruction but also to the 
religious welfare of the community. The Haytian 
Envoys have seen the Pope’s Nuncio at Paris, in order 
to obtain a number of bishops and priests to be sent 
to their country. 

Great encouragement is likewise given to agriculture. 
In the last cultural fete, which is celebrated on the 
ist of May in every year the President invited those 
who had won the prizes to dine with him, and after 
dinner he took them to a theatrical representation. It 
is said that this fact excited the greatest emulation 
among the country people.

One witness was 
close by him at the ghat when he gave the order for

Tantia was also with the Nana in a house 
close to the slaughter-house. The latter, with Teeka 
Sing, Jwalla Pershad, Bala Rao, and others, gave the 
orders and induced their followers to commit the murders. 
The worst of all was Bala Rao, the Nana’s brother.”

A BREACK OF PRIVILEGE. — we 

Mr. OWEN STANLEY took the opportunity of noticing 
a statement which had been publicly made, an which affect- 
ed the honour of the house. It appeared tnat at Northam 
ton, Mr. Dennis, a law agent, had stated that Mr. Gilpin, 
member for Northampton, had shown him two letters re- 
ceived from agents of the Tory y, in which a flagrant 
attempt was made to corrupt bun (Mr. Gilpin) in the dis- 
charge of his duty as a member of Parliament, and to in- 
fluence him in giving his vote in the late division by offering 
him a pecuniary consideration of the grossest and most direct 
kind. That must have happened a fortnight since, and he 
should have thought that some notice would have been taken 
of so flagrant an act. He knew no more about it himself 
than the public papers stated; but if the hon. member for 
Northam (Mr. Gilpin) was in the House he would put 
the question to him, and if absent he would do so on an early 
day. whether that statement was correct or not, and should 
he answer in the affirmative, he would further inquire what 
steps he meant to take to vindicate the character of the House 
(hear, hear.) 

Mr. BLACKBURN thought the hon. gentleman should 
have read the tirst t of the paragraph as well as the last 
which stated that Mr. Dennis, in an interview with Mr. Ver- 
non Smith, whose law t he was, had been informed that 
as a recognition of Mr. Smith’s services in the administation 
of Indian affairs, and as some compensation for the “ unwar- 
rantable attacks” which had been made on him (a laugh) he 
was to be raised to the peerage.

Mr. OWEN STANLEY desired to give notice that he 
should ask that question on the next opportunity he had. 

Mr. BOUVERIE said there was this important distinction 
between the two matters referred to in the newspaper para- 
gragh, that the one was a matter with which the House of 
Commons had nothing in the world to do, while the other 
was a gross breach of the privileges of the House, and if 
proved would no doubt bring on the parties concerned the 
severest condemnation (hear, hear). 

Sir H. WILLOUGHBY thought it would be inconvenient 
to enter on a discussion of the matter at that time. 

Mr. DUNCOMBE said it did not appear to him that the 
hon. member for Northampton was altogether the person who 
ought to be applied to, but rather the person who had pub- 
lished the statement which had been read. He thought the 
Speaker ought to issue his summons to that person to appear 
at the bar of the House (hear, hear), and that when there he 
should be asked on what authority he made the statement 
which he had published (hear, hear). As to the other thing

Some person felt despondency as 
to the present state of the church—as if the increasing 
intelligence of the country would outgrow its 
limits. Speaking for himself and the clergy of his diocess, 
he entertained no such fear, He believed that the charch, as 
it had never been wanting in the emergencies of the past, 
would be found ready to do its duty in the present, as well as 
to adapt itself to meet the exigencies of the future (cheers). 
The clergy were stronger in the affections of the people than 
in former times. He thanked God that every
